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NOTES OF THE WEEK. | 


The distribution of prizes at the Bayswater Jewish Schools ES apr 
eecasion fora general expression of renuine and well-merited satisfaction. Wo 
are so used in the community to success in connection with our schools that such 
progress as has been made at Bayswater has often passed unnoticed as a matter 
of course. One remark of Mr. Lionel L. Col n, who presided, is of especial 
value, as coming from the Chairman of the Board of Guardians. He pointed 
out in reference to school fees how it is easy enough to open the hand of Charity, 
hat all too diff ‘ult to inculcate habits of thrift and economy amongst the poor 
and said that, the refore, it was desirable to maintain school fees as insuring the 
independence of the parents. 


Through the initiative of the Delegate Chief Ribb i, the members of the 
Jowish Clergy in the metropolis are about to undertake important functions, 
which, although outside the duties of the Synagogue, are none the less part and 
pircel of the work of a minister of religion. Dr. Hermann Alder recently con- 
yened an important conference of ministers with the object of linpressing npon 
them the me cessity of a regular and system itic Visitation of the poor, 
Such a Viritation 1s urgently needed, in the East end of London especially: 
The clergy, we hear, readily fell in with Dr. Adler's Views, and he has, conse- 
quently, elaborated a scheme for visitation, together with a code of laws for the 
guidance of the clerical visitors, with whom, we are glad to leara, a few laymen, 
auch as Mr. Claude Montefiore, Mr. Hermann Landau, and others, will be asso- 
eitted, The work will of course, be carried on in connection with the Visitation 
Committee of the United Synagogue, and will assume a practical form at the 
Annual Conference of Visitors to be held during the ensuing month when the 
entire plan will be formally laid before the meeting. 


The lecture delivered by Dr. Adler at Jews’ Coll ge on Sanday last, when 
Mr. Arthur Cohen, M.P., presided, attracted a large audience, despite the 
inclemency of the weather. The Literary Society has so far enjoyed an un- 
broken series of successes, though (as Dr. Adler pointed out) his discourse being 
meant for a popular audience, it was not so much a meeting of the Literary 
Society as cf the community genera!ly that asse nbled at Tavistock House on the 
hundredth anniversary of Mendelssohn's death. The work “ Pope a Metaphy- 


sician,” ascribed by the lecturer to Mendelssohn, was, we think, mainly written by 


liis friend Lessing, while probably the references to Hobbes and other English 
authors were supplied by his Jewish collaborateur. It is generally thought that 
the style and critical method of the essay is unmistakably Lessing's though 
opinions may possibly differ as to the exact shares of the two authors in their 
combined effort. It was, at all events, no mean distinction for Mendelssohn tu 
work together with Lessing in this production, which was, in the first instance, 
remarkable rather for its attack on the Berlin Academy than for its intrinsic 
merits, great as they certainly were. Dr. Adler thinks that Mendelssohn's 
highest fame was reached by the publication of the Phaedon, and, in a very 
important sense, this view is unquestionably correct. 


To us it secms as though Mendelssolin’s importance reached its zenith when 
Kant rather went out of his way to refute Mendelssohn's Dialogue in the second 
edition of his own great “ Kritik of Pure Reason.” This epoch-making work, 
which was destined to revolutionise European Philosophy, contains few. such 
Jigressions as that in which Mendelssohn's argument is considered, and if to be 
mentioned in the Duaciad rendered poetasters immortal, to bs ertticised by Kant 
conferred a far more enviable honour, even though the criticisms was unfavour- 
able. Vor even though condemning his reasoning, Kant canaot avoid a word of 
praise to Mendelssohn for his acuteness and penetration. Kant had been beaten 
by Mendelssohn in former years over the essay competition, as is so well known, 
This is a pleasing little triumph for the Jewish philosopher, but too mach in- 
portance should not be attached to it. Kant was, in his after writings, to 
demolish the view commonly held in the philosophical world on the very 
subject which was set for the famous competition. It is hirdly to be expected 
that Kant would find favour in the eyes of judges pledged to im iintain the older 
theories. In fact, Mendelssohn's fame does not rest alone on his philosophical 
productions ; as a pbilosopher his rank is not even second-rate, [t is the man’s 
work as a whole that is so noteworthy, the breadth of his sympathies and acquire 
ments rather than their depth at any one particular point. 


The religious class in connection with the, Dalston Synagogue was op:ncd 
by the Rev. H. Gollancz on Sunday last with vighty pupils, and promises to attain 
signal success. We observe with approval that the plan recent!y advocated in 
our columns has been adopted here, as it had been previously taken up at St. John's 
Wood, and as we should like to see it carried out at the North London Synagogue, 
where the Rev. J. A. Gouldstein’s class did some excellent work last year. In 
lieu of a regular school-room the Dalston Synagogue is employed for the 
purposes of the class. This is merely reverting to the old order of things when 
the Synagogue was truly the schule or school. The chief objection to the plan 
appears to be the difficulty of providing convenience for writing. No doubt 
most of the class work can be conducted without a blackboard, and the pupils will 
not ordinarily be called upon to do any writing during the progress of the lesson. 
Yet occasions arise in class teaching when both these accessories are requisite. 
We do not, however, regard the difficulty as insuperable, for we can see no valid 
reason against the introduction of the WMackboard and note book into the 


ynagogue.

balance-sheet annually, besides a short financial statement at every meeting ; but it 
has not been thought desirable to publish too widely the condition of our finances, 
lest the knowledge of the existence of a cons derab'e balatce might tend toaugment 
the already sufficiently numerous claims upon the Fand. Now, however. that the 
balance has become so greatly attenuated by the numerous votes of the past three 
years, that danger has to a great extent disappeared, and it is not unlikely that 
the Trustees may shortly see fit to publish a general statement and talance-sheet, 
accompanying it with a report of their labours. 

It. is sufficient to say, in reply to the sec nd criticism of your correspoenden t 
that the Trustees have no power to divert the Fund “ into other channels” than 
those limited by tneir mandate, 

The third criticism is almost answered by this last observation, When the ex- 
pulsion of Russian Jews from Germany commenced, the Trustees, eympathising 
deeply with the victims of this new and unreasonable oppression, were anxious to 
aid the Jewish Board of Guardians as far as they legitimately could to cope with 
the evil, and they passed a resolution that “Jews lately resident in Germany, and 
who had migrated thither in consequence of Russian persecution, but who had been 
forced to leave Germany by the operation of the law expelling foreigners, are fit 
subjects for relief by the Committee.”* The Fund was established for the relief of 
victims of Russian persecution, and it was clear to the Trustees that they could not 
without a breach of trust, relieve from this Fund victims of German persecution 
only. 

Your correspondent is inexict in stating that we at the same time voted 
“several hundreds of pounds ” to certain Continental Committees for the relief of 
persons within the same category as those refused here, We refasedal! applications 
from Continental Committees for the relief of the Russian Jews expelled from 
Germany, but we granted £400 to the Alliance Isra¢lite Universelle of Paris to be 
distributed by that body among certain Russians expelled from Germ:ny, 
and proved to have been previously victims of Russian oppression. The money was 
voted by the Trustees, and accepted oy the Alliance, subject to the strict limitation, 
which was identical with that imp sed on the conjoint Committee of the Mansion 
House Fund and Jewish Board of Guardians. 

The suggestion of your correspondent that the Trustees should send money t, 
Russia for the purpose: of founding Jewish educational institutions is hardly a 
practicable one. The few thousands remaining’‘in hand won'd not go very farina 
population of three and a-half million Jews, TEven if the means were adequate it is 
more thaa doubtful whether a Goverment which expels Jews from the Universities 
and higher schools for the purpose of lowering the mental calibre of the race would. 
permit itself to be circumvented in its designs by the establishment of tostitutions 
such as those suggested, The Trustees of the Mansion House Fund have, how: vcr, 
hy no means ignored the sad lot of the expelled scholars and students. A large 
number of these have been taken in hand jointly by the Trustees and the Alliance 
Israclite, and are completing at, Paris, Geneva, and e'’sewhere the education so 
mercilessly interrupted. In this special work, already productive of the b st 
results, the Trustees have expended a very considerable sum, 

In conclusion, I venture to express the hope and belief that when the record 
of the Trust shall have been completed the public generally, and your corres- 
pondent * A Sabseriber to the Fand * in particular, will not be dissatisfied with the 
work accomplished by the Trustees,

S eretary of the Spanish end 
Portug nese Synagogue, the Senior Convregation represented at the Board, acted as 
Secretary to the Conference, and Mr. Lewis Emanuel), Secretary of the Board, aleo

The sanction of the mference wis required to certain modifications ig the 
constitution adopted by the Board at its m-sing on the 2lst October, on the re- 
commendation of a Special Committee, which had been appointed at the instance 
of Sir Jalian G oldsmid. to consider the question of the re prerentation of the Berke- 
ley Street Synagogue at the Board. Two of the alterations made by the Board 
were merely verbal, the most important modification being an adlition to Clawe &, 
which now reade as follows 

That the guidance of the Board on relivious matte:s (inclusive of all matters 
relating to marriages) shall remain as heretofore. with the following authorities, 
viz. : The Ecclesiastical Authorities for the time being of the Uuited Congregations 
ofthe British Empire, aud the Ecclesiastical Authorities for the time being of the 
Sephariim Congregation of London, to whom all matters involving quacstions 
affecting the religious customs and usages of the Jews shall be referred ; but no- 
thing in this c'ause contained shail abridge or affect tic individual tigh’s or ac_ion 
in revard to itsown internal affairs of any congregation, whose Secretary 
fied under the provisions of the Act 1% and 20 Vie, c. 119 The addition 
commences with the words‘ but nothing in this clause” to end of the 
paragraph. 

fhe CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedisgs, briefly explained the object fvr 
which the Conference was convened, 

Mr. Maurice Hart having asked whether apy assurances had been received 
that if the propose? alterations were alopted they would meet with the sanction 
of the Conn: il of Foundets of the Berk ley Street Synazvogue, 

Mr. P. FALK and Mr. Luwis EMANUEL stated that verbal ard unofficial as- 
surances to that effect bai been given by Sir Julian Goldsmid. 

Mr. CASTELLO moved the alteration of Clause 6, as given above, and incidentally 
mentioned that Sir Julian Goldsemid’s object in becoming a member of the Board 
was torottle a vexed question which had agitated the enamunity for many years.

JEWS AND MEDICAL SCIENCE. 

Sunday last baviny been fixed for Ilospiral Sanday in Liverpo)', a special ser- 
vice was held in the Princes Road Synagogue, Tae Rev. J. Polack. B.A.. preached 
the sermon, taking as hie text Jeremiah viii. 22: “ Is there no balm ia Gilead ; is 
there no physician there!"’ He expla ned that he had not chosen the text so much 
for the purpese of expounting it as for the purpose of pointing out how familiar the 
Jewish people were with the science of medicine, Io spesking of the wedical 
professicn’s relation to human beings, he compared the physician to the minister— 
the only difference being that one uimed at the health of the b« dy, and the other 
at the healtn of the ronl, The welfare of the one was so often dependent upon 
the welfare of the cther, that ke could not but regard the work of the physician 
asa noble as well naa scientific task. God fashioned both the body and the soul, 
and ihe poorer the body was kept, so the soul performed inéfliciently her func- 
tions. There were no lincs of any body that could rival those of the haman form, 
and to what grander use could any science be applied than to the preservation and 
restoration of the body. From a religions ‘point of view, it was aleo interest ing 
to examice what the meJlical science had done to relieve human etuffering, and 
what it might yet do. It was his opinion that they could not make a better ure 
of Hespitel suvday than by breathing a prayer ot thankfulness aid vratitude to 
God fcr the stores of knowledge which had been revealed by which they could 
al'eviate and keep at bay the various known forms of human eulfering. If this 
rclence had any interest for mankind, it hal a special iuterast for the Jews, for 
one of the glories of their histo: y was that almost every epoch had been distin- 
guished by scientific researches, but in no direction hadthey been more ri markable 
thanin the department of medicine. Their history abounded in isstances of 
activity in the medica! science. If reference were but made tothe Pentatcueh. 
they would see that the priests were male responsible for the physical as well as 
for the moral wellbeing of those to whom they ministered. Ie then vave 
examples of cnres which were wrought by the prophets, and also referred to the 
“many medicines’ spoken of in the Bible. Me contended that the Jewish people 
tock a porticular interest in medicine, ard in ancient history they would find that 
frome cf the oldest sages, Jewish rabbis, were stadests of medicine The preacher 
qu ted the el qnent passage in the Book of Ecclesiasticus, wherein the dignity of 
toe physician's mission was descrited, and alluded to the sargical ekill of -eome of 
the Talmudical sages, eapecia'iy Samuel, the astronomer. He a'so vave a rapid 
glance at the histo:y of medicine among the Jews cf the Midclé Ages, making 
special reference to Maimonites and to K, Shem Tob ben Issac, who gave public 
lectures iu pharmacy to Christian s'udents at Marseilles. He thought the mocern 
physicians were under an immense deit to many of the Jewish rabbis in the 
middle ages for promoting and prosecuting so many scientific researches, often 
attimes when the phytician’s professicn was despited and condemned by the 
Chistian Church, There was atime when the Jews were considered to be the 
ouly relinble doctors in Europe ; and although history would sbow that until the 
time of Cromwell the Jews did not come to England in large numbers, yet there 
Was a Jewish physician attached to ihe Epelish curt in the time of (Jueen 
Elizabeth. Mr. Polack conclatel with au earnest appeal on behalf of the funds 
of the local hospitals.

The Rev. Dr. HexmMAnn Apter delivered a popular discourse on “ The Life 
and work of Moses Mend:lssohn,” at a meeting of the Jews’ College Literary 
Society, on Sanday last. Notwithstandt y the iuclemency of the weather. the 
large room in which the meeting was held, was crowded. Mr. Arthnr Cohen, Q.C., 
M.P., presided, and among ther visitors were the Revs, Dr. Chotzner. D. Fay, S. M, 
Gollenez. H. Gollanez, R. Harris, M. Hast, M. Joseph, A. Léwy, I. S. Meisels and I. 
Samuel: Dr. A. Asher, Dr. Maurice Davis and Dr, Gaster: Mesars. B. L. cing

The Rey. Dr. Apter, who was greeted with loud applause, read the paper 
which is published in extenso in another column. 

Much interest was evinced at the exhibition of the copy of the Morch Nehu- 
chim, which telonged to Mendelssohn, as well as at the fact mentioned by Dr, 
Adler that at the Beth Harmmoedrash Library there is the M.S. of a Hebrew trans- 
lation of Aristotle's work on the Universe, which Meudelssohn sent as a Purim 
gift to Rabbi Hirsch Levin. 

At the termination of 
cnssion, 

Dr, FriepLANDER read a prayer in German (and its English translation), 
which had been composed by Mendelssohn, so that the meeting might form an 
idea of the manner in which he had poured ont his heart to the Creator. 

The Rev. A. Lowy mentioned his personal experiences, dating more than half 
a century back, when it was customary in Austria and Germany for Jews to learn 
the trans'ation of the Bible through the medium. of Mendelssohn's great work. 
Young Jews thus knew better German than their Christian neighbours, Alexander 
Humboldt. who had been referred to by Dr, Adler, mentioned in the second 
volume of his adh, & that he had made use of Mendelssohn's translation. as 
he felf that it was the best translation ex‘ant of the Psalms. Many improve- 
ments in the revised version of the Bible, published last year, were in reality due 
to Mendelssohn, for neither Ewald, nor other translators, had succeeded in giving 
that exquisite ring to the language of the Bible as Mendelssohn had done. In one 
of his writings, published before he appeared as an author. there was a passage 
which stated that in-order to keep up injustice against the Jews, it was necessary 
in the eves of their enemies to have recourse toa series of calumnics.

Mrs. Boor, alluding to the word * prejudice * used by Dr. Adler in his 
paper, dwelt at some length on the origin of this sentiment against the Jews. In 
her own case the fir-t act of friendliness she received at the hands of a Jewess 
actually made her ill. She determined to ascertain the cause of this dislike, and 
the result was that in six weeks she was devotedly attached to the lady. She had 
had a conversation with a lady who had studied the Judenhetze in Germany, and 
her belief was that the cause of all the anti-feeling in Society arose from the 
willingness of some Jews to accept too readily the customs of Gentiles, 

The CHAIRMAN then rose to propose a vote of thanks to Dr. Hermann Adler. 
Mr. Cohen said that Dr. Adler had cu!kd so many flowers from the garden 
that there were none left for him to gather. Yet he could not help contrasting 
the commencement of Mendelssohn's career with its termination. In the year 1743 
he entered Berlin as a boy, without. a farthing in his pocket, aud with no friend 
except the Rabbi in that city. At that time it required the greatest courage on 
the part of a Jew, even as against his own co-religionists, to learn anything except 
Hebrew. But Mendelssohn learnt German, French, English, Latin and Greek, and 
mathematics. He died.admired by all the scientific men of his time, and honoured by 
all the princess of Europe. He had achieved his high position not by intrigue, but by 
the force of his pure aud lefty genius and his fine and noble character, He, the 
Jewish Socrates, was full of practical wisdom, full of learning, and full of the 
warmth of heart and sympathy which some of us believe Is peculiar to our own 
ra. Hewas not alone one of the wisest of philosople rs, but he was also a qemith- 
liche Philesophe. Through the kindness of his late uncle, Sir Moses Montefiore, he 
(Mr. Cohen) had had the opportunity of studying the works of Mendelssohn, and 
he was astounded to find how much that we now read in John Stuart Mill had been 
anticipated by the great Jewish philosopher. Having mentioned an anecdote bear- 
ing on Mendelssohn's domestic happiness, as far as his relations to his wife were 
concerned, Mr. Cohen expressed the gratitude of the meeting to Dr. Adler for 
havine cormmemorated the Mendelssohn Centenary in words. full of learning and 
eloquet ee, They must all have felt that in deseribing the life of the philosopher, 
the lecturer had at the same time teught his bearers some great truth. His admir- 
able discourse was indeed worthy of the memorable occasion which had called them 
tegether thatevening. (Loud cheers.) 

The Rev. HH. GOLLANCZ seconded the vote of thanks to Dr. Adler, and in so 
doing related two stories attributed to Mendelssohn, one showing his thorough con- 
scientiousness, and the other indicative of his rich vein of satire.

Board of Guardians held on Tuesday, at the offices of the Board, Bartholomew- 
close, under the presidency of Mr. John Cox, C.C., deputy Chairman, the Clerk 
(Mr. F. W. Crane) read a report from the master of Llomerton Workhouse, in 
which reference was made to the case of a Jewish child, named Maria Simmonds, 
aged 15 years, who was found to be of defective inte}lect. The Visiting Com- 
tmnittee recommended that, after having consulted the Medical Officer of the 
Union on the matter, the Jewish Board of Guardians be asked to remove the 
child to their own workhouse, with a view to her being placed ina school, as the 
Committee was of opinion that her intellect might thas be improved, Mr. S. 
Harris, C.C., pointed out that the Jewish body had no workhouse of their own, 
and a difficulty might thus arise. After a discussion it was resolved that the 
Clirk should write to the authorities of the Jewish Board, with a view of 
asccriaining what could best be done for the welfare of the little girl in question.

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BAYSWATER JEWISH SCHOOLS, 
— 


The Annual Distribution of Prizes to the pupils of the Bayswater Jewish 
Schoole, was held on Sunday last at the Paddington Gymnariom, Queen's Road, 
which had been engaged in expectation of a large audience, attracted by the 
announcement that Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, M.P. (for North Paddington), would pr 
side, Among those present were Sir Barrow H. Ellie, K.C.S.I., the Revs. I'r. H. 
Adler, D. Fay, R. Harris, 8S. Munz., M. Rosenstein, I. Samuel and S. Singer: Dr. A. 
Cohen, Dr. M. Gaster, Messre. L. B. Abrabams, M. N. Adler. Lionel L. Alexander. D. 
Benjamiv, H. L., Cohen, H, H. Collins, Lewis Emanuel, Ellis A. Franklin, S. 
Godfrey, L. Goldberg, M. A. Green, Arthur FPalford, F. B. Halford. I. A. Joseph, 
N. 8, Joseph, B. Kisch, 8. Lazarus, Joshua M. Levy, A. Lindo, B. S. Marks, Charles 
Samuel, S. Schlors and Solomon. 

The proceedings opered with a short programme of recitations. admirably 
delivered by some of the young pupils, and of sons rendered with excellent. 
hirmony and time under the direction of the Head Master, Mr. S. J. Heilbron. 
Handel's famous chorus “ee the Conqueiing Hero Comes,” was sung as a spocial 
compliment to the chairman of the cay, The prizes were then distributed by Mr. 
Lionel Cohen, and at the c!ose of this ceremony, 

The CHAIRMAN addreesed the large audience. Mr. Coben, who was received 
with pro'onged cheering, said : “ Freqnently, as of late, | have stood on this plat- 
form, I have not done to with more gratification ard. pleasure than 1 do to-day. 
I ought, in the first instance, t> apologi-e for addressing a mecting assembled for 
educational purposes, for in the whole course of a long career of commana! work 
I do not think I served tuch an apprenticeship as would allow of my addressing 
experienced minds on the question of education, But it was thought by the Com- 
mittee of the Bayswater Jewish Schools, that connected as I was with the district in 
which the inetitution is situated (cheers), I might bid you welcome this day. The 
Bayswater Schools, as far as l am acyusinted with them, reflect the measured pace 
characterising the progress of our communal! institutions. If there are some who 
think that the machinery of a reparate school is not required for only 150 children, 
I would remind them that it is not a century ago since the vreat iustitation in Bel! 
Lane sprang into existence for the benefit of children Jess numerous than th re 
attending the Bayswater Schools. If you visit the dietrict in which these schools 
are located, you will find that it is being constantly filled np by the lower middle 
cless and tne humbler artizan class of the population at large. Among them 
there are many of our brethren who are attracted hither by an open place for 
recreation in the immediste neighbourbocd, and also becavs: they can live here on 
terms far eavier than in the Fast End of London. I am diverging, it is true, trom 
the subject which has brought us together, but it is well the bamb'er members of 
the community should know that at Queen's Park and St, Peter's Park they can 
obtain a comfortable eet of rooms for ts, and very good rooms for Se. a week. With 
wire foresight and in advance eometimes of prerent ri quirements, synagogues have 
been erected in different parts of London, and followiug up the history and tradi- 
ticns of cur race, echiole bave been established in the neighbourhood of these 
sypagoguce, It ie gratifying to ee that the old link between religion and educa- 
tion, which has been a fea'ure of our communal history, has been followed up ia 
the Bayswa'er Scboo's by the attachment and supervirion which the ministers «f 
adjacent sypagoguee gave to it. By a wise arringement on the part cf my 
friend, Mr. N. §. Joseph, the committee were enibled to acquire the site 
on which the institution now stander. This site has several advantages. 
It is almost the highest in this part of London, and it is bound to 
remain open on two sides. There are one or two points, perhaps on 
which criticiem is desirable ;: but if there be any fault to complain o’ it is due solely 
to over care on the part of the managers. In the firet place the hours of etudy 
are somewhat tco long for the children, even though they are more comfortable 
than at Lome ; and again, though this may be due to the requirements of the 
Council on Edneation, enfticient attention is not- given to the history of Great 
Britain of the prerent day. Leaving this subject, however, let me point out to 
you that an excel'ent opporiunity is afforded to thore pres nt to-dsy of showing 
their appreciation cf the werk done at the schools by giving their voluntary 
financial aid torupplement the grants received from the State. and the revenue 
derived from the children’s pence. There is moreover, in this institution, no 
sectional distinctions for the inmates of the Spanish and Portuguese Orphan 
Home in the vicinity of the echool are received there, and te munisters 
of the Portaguere Synagogue work with our own ministers in giving religious 
instruction to the toys. (Cheers.) Having complimentei the Head Master (Mr. 
Heilbron), and the Head Mistress (Miss Saltie!), on the efliciency to which they 
bad brovght their respective depar'ments, and after reiterating his reques’ that 
the public shon'd extend a helping hard to the sebools, Mr, Cohen concluded by 
addressing a few words of encoursgement to the children. 

The Rev. Dr, H, Adler, who was cordially received, then rose to prop se a 
vole of thanks to Mr. Cohen for presiding. After referring, amid cheers, to Mr. 
Coben's election to Parliament, and after referring to the subjects for criticism 
mentioned by him, Dr. Adler adverted to the Royal Commission to enquire into 
the working of the Education Acte, and he exprerscd his belief that if an agita- 
tion jor free education ehould resuit in ita becoming the law of the land, the 
existence of Jewish Voluntary Schools would be greatly imperilled, It was grati- 
fying that Her Majesty's Inspector, Mr. A'derson, had reported so favourably on 
the schools as to give both departments a certificate of * Excellent.” From an 
examination which be, in conjanction with the Revs. R, Harris anil. Samuel had 
conducted, he found that the Hebrew Instruction, too, was fairly satiefactory. 
Ilaving borne testimony to the admirable manner in which the Head Master and 
liead Mistress performed their ceveral responsible duties, Mr. Adier paid a tribute 
of gratitude to the excellent services rendered by an amateur teacher, Mise Emily 
Jacob, who visited the echool five times a week to teach her clasts Hebrew and 
religion, Miss Lawrence also kindly gave the younger children occasioral lessons 
on the Kindergarten system, and the commicte would be glad to accept the 
services of more amateur teachers. We explained why it had not been deemed 
necestary to establish a sabbath Schoolin the neighbourhood, and then preceeded 
to dwell on the financial position of the institution. Thanks to the interest 
accruing from the munificent beqaest of the late Baroness Livnel de Rothschild, 
the committee would be able in future years to keep the schools free from the 
incubus of debt. But before this windfal! came to the ixetitution, the committee 
fell slightly into debt, about £100; they hoped, therefore, that on the present aur- 
picious occasion, tke friends of the scrools would come forword and enable the 
managers to get rid of the slight burden so that they might work their way with- 
out appealing to the public, Dr, Adler, in conclasion, expressed the earnest hope 
that health and strength might be vouchsafed to Mr, Lione Cohen, so that h» 
might discharge his onerous duties with honour to himself and to the welfare of 
his own community, as we!l as of the wider community whom be will henveforth 
terve in the legislature of the Empire. (Cheers.) : 

Sir Barrow H, Ex.is, in seconding the vote of thanks to the chairman, said 
that the question most interestirg to the community was, how would Mr, Cohen 
share his devotion tohis parliamentary duties and to communal interests, Ilis pre- 
sence that day was a sufticient answer that he would by no means allow the latter 
to suffer, 

The vote of thanks was carricd by acclamation and bri: fly acknowledged by 
the Chairman. 

Mr. Lewis EMANUEL proposed a vote of thanks to the Committ:e, whom he 
omega for their attention and circumspectness in the admivietration of the 
school, 

Mr, AgtHuR LINDO, in seconding the mction, referred to the co-operation 
Letween his (the Portuguese) congregation ani the managers of the school, ant 


he expressed a wish that the co-operation between the two communities might be 
extended in other directions on account of the benefits accruing to both. 

Mr. J. BERGTHEIL, President of the School, in returning thanks, emphasised the 
valuable services given by the Ladies Committee, headed by Mrs. H. Adler, and by 
the Honorary Secretary, the Rev. I}. Harris. and he laid especial stresa on the 
importance of the honorary tuition in drawing given every Sunday by Mr. B.S, 
Marks, the honorary teaching of Hebrew and religion by Miss Jacob, and the Kinder- 
garten work of Mise J, Lawrence. The Boot Fand, established by Mr, David Ben- 
jamin, bad this year been supplemented by crante from the Maida Vale Boot 
Fand. The Inetitution was also greatly indebted to the Reva. Dr. H. Adler. R.

DEATH OF RABBI ELMALEH OF MOGADOR. 

the death of the Chevalier Joseph Elmaleh, Honorary 
Chief Rabbi of Mogador, Morgeco, which took place on Saturday evening last at 
the residence of his friend, Mr. A. Afriat,. 103 Highbury New Park. Rabbi 
EKimaleh had for more than fifteen years suffered from diabetes, and was in the 
halit of paying frequent visits to Earope in order to obtain medical advice, and 
to take the waters. Last summer he spent a considerable time at Vichy 
(France), and afterwards proceeded to London, where he remained till his 
death. Recently his illness was complicated by the addition of gangrene in 
the foot. and Sir James Paget was called in. There appeak d to | ho 
ground for alarm until the middle of last week, when a sudden change for the 
worst took place. Despite every care and’ attention, the sufferer rapidly sank, 
and died, as we have already stated, on Saturday evening shortly after the ter- 
mination of the Sabbath. 

Rabbi Elmalen leaves a widow and seven children at Mogador to mourn his 
decease ; but his death inflicts an incalculable loss on the entire dewish com- 
munity in that Moorish seaport and inother parte of Morocco. The Jews in 
Mogador have indced, as one of‘his admirers and fellow-countrymen remarked 
at the funeral, lost their pillar, Those who are aware of the persecution en- 
dured by our unfortunate coreligionists in Moroeeco, can appreciate how valuable 
are the services which can be rendered, and the immunity from oppression 
securcdl to them, by a member of their own community, holding an influential 
position. Sucha man was Joseph de Aaron Elmaleh (the Arabic equivalent for 
‘*the good”). Born at Rabat 57 years ago, his father having been a son of 
the celebrated Rabbi Joseph Elmaleh of Gibraltar, the subject of the present 
memoir came to Mogador, where he settled at the age of seventeen.’ He de- 
voted himself to theological studies, and to the pursuit of Rabbinical literature 
with the result that when little more than thirty years old he was elected Chief — 
Rabbi of the community, but to lis honour, be it related, he accepted the post 
without a salary, for a wealthy marriage bad placed him above the necessity of 
trenching on the funds of the not too flourishing congregation. In his ecclesias- 
tical office he exercised great sway ; but other circumstances combined to make 
him a tower of strength to the community. About fifteen years ago, he added 
to his spiritual functions the secular calling of a merchant, and his connections 
with English and other European houses gave him the position of one of the 
principal merchants in the town. During the same period he has also held the 
honerary post of Austrian Vice Consul, and when he visited Vienna during the 
International Exhibition held in that city. lhe was personally corated by the 
Emperor with the Order of Francis Joseph. Although by no means illiterate, 
his knowledge of European languages was contined to Spanish ; but he was of 
course a fluent Hebrew and Arabic speaker. The Chevalicr Elmaleh was a 
valued correspondent of the Angle-Jewish Association, and at the Council 
meeting in November last, which he attended, he gave some important informa- 
tion on the subject of the condition of the Jews in Mboroce Thanks to his 
perseveraice and unflinching advocacy the desire of the Association for the 
establishment of i Jewish (jirls’ School in Mogador lias aul le neth been realised ; 
but he himself was not permitted to see the fruits of this important work, whi h 
has been recently carried into effect. To the members of the Spanish and Por- 
tugnese cong ration in London, and 1 ently also to those of the Dalston 
Synagogue, which he attended notil his last illness, he was a well known figure. 
His flowing white beard gave hun a patna hal ippearance which was heightened 
by his picturesque Oriental costume.

untenance betokened 
considerable shrewdness and a keen perception, which he used with consider 
able advantage. The deceased at time contemplated taking up his 
permanent residence in England, and the question was mooted by some members 
of the Spanish and Portuguese community in this city to utilis his services In 
the honorary capacity an Chief of the cConpteg ition, he Bus 
gestion, however, met with considerable opposition, tn whi ‘h Mr. H. Guedalla 
took a leading part, chiefly in consequence of the Rabbi's ignorance of the 
English language. Our columns at the time contained several letters on this 
proposal, which was allowed to drop. : 
The funeral took place on Monday at the cemetery of the Portuguese Syna- 
rogue Mile End. The Rey. Roco officiated, and among those present were 
the Revs. Dr. IH. Adler, H.. Gollancz, J. Piperao, and 8. Singer ; the Rev. A. 
Lowy, Mr. M. Aflalo, and. Mr. B.A. Franklin, representing the Anglo Jewish 
Association : Mr. A. Afriat, Mr. M. de J. Levy, Mr. Joshua Mr. Levy, Mr. JN. 
Lindo, Mr. J. Nahoa, Mr. M. L. Yuly and many natives of Morocco now settled 
in London, who were deeply affected at the loss they had sustained. 
Every consideration was shown to the deceased by the honorary oflicers

Bevis Marks, the doors of which were opened. When the procession reached the 
grave, the body, sewn in a white sheet, was removed from the coffin, and thus 
lowered into its tinal resting-place, which was lined with lime in order to hasten 
dissolution. This mode of sepulture was adopted at the special request of the 
deceased.

THE INDUSTRIAL CONDITION OF THE POOR. 
We published last week a report of a meeting of East End Tailors which 


had been held to consider the question of reducing the number of hours of 


labour in the trade. ‘Tne meeting was notable for two reasons. It is a sig- 
nificant circumstance that the Hast End Tailors, the majority of whom are 
Poles, should possess sufficient spirit and organising tendency to combine in 
their own defence. We are apt to think of the poor Russian Jew. and the 
Russo-Jewish tailor especially, as a down-trodden personage all but devoid 
of the idea of rebelling against the oppression to which he is subjected. He 


is the last man, we should have imagined, who would make an organised 


effort to improve his condition. Recent events and the meeting

adjacent districts was marked by serious evils which urgently called for 
remedy. There could be no doubt that overcrowding and other violations of 
the elementary principles of sanitation were common features in the tailors’ 
workshops, and that, in spite of the terrors of the Factory Act, overwork 
was only too frequent a concomitant of the trade. The effect of such a state 
of things could readily be imagined. The “master” or the “ sweater,” as 
he is variously called, was foreing his workpeople to labour under conditions 
which could not fail most injuriously to affect both their physical and moral 
welfare ; the master, however, let it be said, was not wholly to blame. If he 
* squeezed” the journeymen it was because he himself was “ squeezed ” by 
the “shop.” A man who has to deliver a batch of work by a certain time 
readily succumbs to the temptation to overerowd his workroom and to over- 
work his hands. It was clear that the entire system needed reforming 
from the foundation. But it was also obvious that any attempt at reform, 
to be effectual, must commence at the summit of the industrial editice. The 
first step must come from those who especially felt the pinch of such oppres- 
sive conditions—from ‘the hereditary bondmen ™” who, if they would be free, 
themselves must strike the blow. Signs that such a step would be taken 
were not wanting ; th.t the signs have not been delusive the recent: action 
of the tailors clearly proves. Mr. Lakeman has shown considerable clear- 
ness of vision in recognising the true source from which the remedy must 
proceed and remarkable kindness and fearlessness in taking the action sug- 
gested by that recognition. 

The only drawback to such efforts is that they give rise to the uncom- 
fortable question why they should have been left to an individual who has, 
strictly speaking, no obligation, save that which is imposed by a sense of 
humanity, to interfere in the matter. The community cannot be too grate- 
fulto Mr. Lakeman for having practically evinced his sympathy for the 
toiling masses of our brethren of the East End.

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One hundred and forty-three years ago there steod a poor, friendless, sickly, 
deformed Jewish lad before one of the gates of the town of Berlin humbly asking 
permission to enter the city. Thirty years later, when the lad had grown to mans 
estate, the city which then, as now, was regarded as the metropolis of Intelligence, 
resounded with the fame of this self-same person, He was looked upon as one of 
its chief ornaments, the centre of literary and philosophical circles, admired by an 
ever-increasing group of disciples and friends, the pride and champion of his own 
community, 

You know who it was that thus broke his birth’s invidious bar,*who, by the 
force of his inborn genius, by bis arduous and sustained exertions, rose to this high 
pinnacle of fame. It was none other than Moses Mendelssohn, or, as he was styled 
in those days, Aw “a who was born on the l2thof Ellul, 548:)—September 
26th, 1720; or, according to Lebrecht, on the 17th of Augnet, 1/25, a d died on the 
5th of Shevat, 5516—January 4th, 1786. You have read in the newspapers with 
what pomp and circumstance the ith of January last was kept in the philosopher's 
birth-place, in Dessau, and in many Jewish congregations. I thought it more appro- 
priate to observe the commemoration this evening, on the eve of the 5th of 
Shevat, the [(vth Jahrzeit of Mendelssohn. I had hoped that one gifted with more 
jeisure than I would have come forward as the orator on this occasion. But, failing 
¢his, I have acted in accordance with the ancient maxim, DSN 
rN AV: and in default of others coming forward. have endeavoured to pay the 
homage of our reverence to the memory of that great man, whose portrait greets 
us here crowned with the laurel wreath so richly deserved. It would indeed have 
been unpardonable on our part if we had suffered the centenary of this great orna- 
ment of our race to pass away unhonoured. I have termed my paper a Popular 
Address on the Lif and Woik of Mendelssohn. It is not intended, like the majority 
of the Papers read at these meetings, for a swall and necessarily narrow circle of 
scholars and students, but for the entire community. I mu¢t premise that I shall 
say little, if anything, that may be new to ‘the savants here present, but [ am 
anxious to awaken a greater love and admiration for our literary heroes in the 
minds cf the great mass of our brethren, We English Jews know, and, it is.to 
be feared, care too little for the heroes of our history and our literature. We do 
uot sufficiently assert their merits or enlogise their fame, We cite instances of 
greatness from the pages of Thucydides, Plutarch and Livy, and yet Greece, Rome 
and Carthage never produced more illustrious examples than did the despised He- 
brew race, And there are few men whose lives better deserve earnest study, than 
that of our Jewish sage and. philosopher, even though Carlyle does not descant upon 
hia career. though Smiles does not hold him up as an instance of self-help, 
among those who are to influence our actions and inspire_us with the love of good- 
ness and the admiration of greatness 

Moses Mendelssohn,as I have already said, was born at Dessau, capital of the 
Duchy of Auhalt,Germany, in the year 1729. His father, Mende!, eked out a scanty 
living by his profession of teacher and 4f yp, ascribe or copyist of Scro'ls of the 
Law. He was animated liy the desire which has ever been at the heartof a Jewish 
parent that his son should be well grounded in the knowledge of his religion. It is 
touching t »yread how he carrie l the poor &} ‘kly boy on the dark winter s morning 
to the ws qe pes. wrapped in a threadbare mantle, so that he might enjoy the

— His 
father would have dearly liked his son to become a distinguished Rabbi, but b: 
feared that this was unattainable as the lad was too delicate, ‘and, as moreover. 
there was no longer a compecent teacher in Dessau, for Friinkel had been elected 
Chief Rabbi of Berlin, Ther. seemed no alternative for young Mendelssohn, but 
to shoulder the heavy pack and tecome a pedlar like the rest of his co-religionists 
in thattown. But his zest for learning was so great, that he determined to con(ne1 
all its difficulties. Anxious to sitagain at the feet of hisformer master he followed 
him to Berlin. It was only with great difficulty that Jews were admitted into 
the capital, The sentinel at the gateshewed but scant courtesy to the poor foot- 
sore wanderer. “ With what object had he come there !*’ His anawer was-to learn. 
What means of subsistence Lid he? Shyly, he stammered forth the name of bis 
former teacher. The Rabbi weleomed him kir dly, received him again among his 
pupils, and gave him some little help towards his maintenance from his own scanty 
means, Young Moses was, however, too proud to accept mere alms. He amply 
repaid the Rabbi by copying outin his neat haid for the press the before. mentioned 
commentary. Yet his life was one of sore privation, he lived in striet accord 
with the counsel which the Talmud gives to those whe would be faithful students 
of the Law-—an advice which in tais luxurieus age sounds as a mockery cr a satire - 
“Eat bread with salt, drink water sparingly. wake the hard ground thy 
couch, live a life of privations, and toil atthe study of the Law.” It was the cus- 
tom of those times thet the students, or pyqym5, as they were called, dined on 
stated days of the week at the houres of the well to-do members of the congregation, 
But Meadelssohn thought that this savoured too much of dependence. He bought 
a loaf of bread, and from fear lest his appetite might betray him into extravagance, 
he carefully notched the loaf so that it might serve for asufficient number of 
meals,t hat he might not be tempted to eat too on much one day,and then be compelled 
to dispense even with that scant ration on the next. 

Yet the young student felt that there were other realms of knowledge which be 
had to conquer inaddition to those which he had made his own. He had profound love 
and reverence for the literature of his own people. But he felt that in order to assert 
the rightful position for his brethren, in order to free them from the disabilities 
under which they were labouring. it was absolutely necessary that they should discard 
the Polish jargon, which was their language of intercourse, and adopt the language 
of their country and familisrize themselves with the mode of thought of 
their fellow-citizens. He first threw himself with ardour into the studv of the 
German language and literature, So great was his zeal that althouch he was almost 
entirely self-taught he within a few years become master of German. French and 
English, became conversant with the various systems of pbhilosephy and gained 2 
fair knowledge of mathematics. In this branch of knowledge he was instracted by 
Isreel Levi Samosc.author of WO" 3 TSN. 3 Commentary on the who taught him 
Euclid from a Hebrew translation. There was now happily eome improvement 
n Mendelssohn's werldly position, For Isaac Bernard. a prosperous silk merchant

in Berlin, appointed him tutor of his children. 

We have now arrived at a turning point in the career of our hero, In the year 
1751, when he was 25 years of age he formed the acquaintance of the great 
dramatist and critic, Lessing, he who, in his drama, “ Die Juden,” was the first to 
portray a Jew in his true coloars and to expose the falsehood of the prejudices of 
which he had so long been the innocent victim. The covenant of triendahip 
they made wasof extreme value for both. Lessing inspired Mendelssohn with a sense 
of the beautiful, a love of art and poetry, and helped to divest him of the mental 
chetto bend which attached to him, while Lessing on the other hand owed a large 
share of his philosophic enlture to his friend, whom he characterised as a second 
Spinoza” that would do honour to his nation, referring thereby, of course, not to 
the speculations, but to the mental calibre of this great metaphysician. It was 
through Lessing, that Moses of Dessau became known asan author. His extreme 
modesty had always prevented him from printing any of his mental productions. 
One day he took his * Philosophische, Gesprache " to Lessing, to ascertain the opinion 
of this critic, and no one was more surprised than he when a few weeks afterwards 
a little volume was handed him containing the Dialogues in prist. 

Later on, in 1765, the Royal Academy of Sciences at Berlin proposed as a 
Prize Essay the dificult theme: “Ob die metaphysichen Wahrheiten einer solchen 
Evidenz fihig sind wie die mathematischen :"' Whether the truths of metaphysics 
are capable of the same evidence as those of mathematics, Some of the most capable 
men in Germany, including the great Kant, then on the threshold of his career, were 
among the competitors. The Berlin newspapers of Saturday the 4th June, 1763, 
announced the startling news that the Jew, Moses Mendelssohn, had carried off the 
prize, as his dissertation excelled aj] the others in lucidity and sound reasoning. 
Down to his time, metaphysical themes had been treated in a dry style and repellent 
fashion, but of him it conld be said, that he had pincked the thorns from the fair 
rose of philosophy. Judge how great must have been the astonishment excited 
in the literary circle of Berlin, that a member of the despised race, who used a jargon 
well-nigh unintelligible, should have written a book couched in a parity of diction 
and an elegance of style that at once asserted for him a place equal, if not superior 
to the best authors of the Father.and. He now began to be looked upon as a great 
authority in matters of criticism and philosophy, and the productions of his pen 
were awaited with keen inte rest. 

We have now to devote a few moments t» the private life of Mendelssohn. 
After having for several years been tutor in the house of Bernhard, he 
became clerk in his office, He was then advanced to be manager, and even- 
tually became a partner, He proved himself as zealous in the latter capacity 
as he had shown himself diligent in the former, to him, more congenial avocation, 
chained thongh he was to his desk from eight in the morning till nine at night. 
Owing to his industry he soon gained a competency for himself. Ile was thirty years 
ofage, and bethousht himself to enter the matrimonial estate. Berthold Auerbach 
has related the mode of his courtship, and though it is not fully authenticated, I 
may perhaps bé permitted for the sake of the ladies here prese:t briefly to relate 
this « pisode, 

Once when Mendelssohn was staying in the Baths at Pyrmont he formed the 
acquaintance of Abraham Guggenheim,a merchant of Hamburg. “ Rabbi Moses,” 
he said to him one day, “ weall revere you; but my daughter speaks of you with 
specialenthusissm. Pray visit us when you canin Hamburg.” Our friend was very 
shy, for as our portrait shows, he was sadly deformed. At last he determined to 
journey there ; on bis way he visited his friend Lessing in Brunswick, arrives in 
Hamburg and calle upon Guggenheim in his office. *‘ Pray go upstairs to my 
daughter, she will be pleased to se? you. I have told her so much about you.” 
Mendelssohn pays hera visit. The next day the philosopher calls again, and praises 
the grace and amiability of the young lady. 

“Yes, honoured Rabbi,” said Guggenheim, both of us revere you as a philosopher 
and a man of wisdom, but you wen't take itamiss. The poor child,’ he continued 
With hesitation, “the poor child was terrified when she saw you, because you "—-~ 

cause I have such a frightful hump.”

You know 
that aecoroing to a Talmudic legend, peoelamation is made in heaven at the birth of 
a child, “This boy shall be united with such and such a girl,”’ When I was born, 
the name of my wife was proc!aimed, and it was added, * Hapless maid, she will have 
a frightful hump. *Good God!’ I said, ‘a girl that is deformed soon becomes sour 
and ill-tempered. <A girl shonld be fair. Gracious God! give me the hump, and 
yerait the maiden to grow np beauteous and charming to all beholders,’” 

Scarcely had Mendelssohu uttered these words, when the girl fell around his 
neck, and the blue eyed maide became his wife; he loved her devotedly, and she 
was worthy of his love by her gentle domestic nature, and the devotion with which 
she tended his sickly and enfeebled frame. 

It wars now at the age of thirty-five that he composed the book by 
which he is best known in German Literature, which merits our fallest con- 
sideration, his Dialogue Phedon, on the Immortality of the Soul, Tbe motive 
which induced him to write this treatise was most praiseworthy. In that 
century a small band of powerful French writers, Dela Mettrie, Voltaire, 
Diderot, and Holbath, who belonged to the Materialistic School, had filled men's 
minds with doubt and unbelief concerning the holiest concerns of humanity. 
They bad sought to rob man of his faith in God, and this had brought about a 
state of deplorable wretchedness and a despondency almost bordering 
upon despair. The vital question was asked with greater intensity even than now, 
Is life worth living’ Mendelssohn answered it. The framework of the Phedon 
iasimilar to thatof the Platonic Dialogue—the conversation Socrates holds with 
his disciples prior to his death. In the calm and eloquent language of conviction he 
assumes the existence of the Deity, he shows that the soul He has breathed. 
in man must partake of the nature of its Creator, that the yearning which it feels 
for immortality cannot be false and delusive, but must have been inspired by God 
Himself. His position as developed in the first dialogue may perhaps be thus briefly 
condensed, The soul is immortal because a fransition from existence to nen-cxristince, 
and indecd the annihilation of any being, does not come within the range of poasi- 
bility. Sine’ the soul is asimple being, not compose} of parts, and therefore, not 
capable of being dissolved into any original elements, it must continue in i's present 
state, Even after death thesoul will think, feel, and exercise volition though de- 
void of bodily organs. I's happiness will consist in understanding the nature of 
the Godhead, and witnessing the solution of all the dark and perplexing questions 
of the earth. Inthe second and third dialogue he confutes the arguments which 
might be raised against this position. He concludes with the following words which 
he puts into the month of Socrates : 

“ He who fulfils his duty here on earth with consistency, despite all difficulties, 
and who bears all adversities with resignation to the Divine Will, must enjoy the 
reward of his virtues hereafter. And the man of vice cannot pass away without 
being brought to the knowledge in some mode or other, that his evil-doing is not 
the path to happiness, Inone word, it would be contrary to all theattributes of 
God, His wisdom, His goodness, His justice, if he had created rational beings that 
strive for perfection for a merely temporary evanescent existence,’ 

Phadon became the most widely read book of the day. It was translated into 
every European lavguage. Men of all ranks and stations, theologians and statesmen 
princes and poets, eagerly scanned his arguments and became reconciled to 
life, With an enthusiasm that is cearcely credible they expressed their gratitude 
to.the Jewish philosopher who had offered them that support and consolation which 
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their own religious system hal failed to yield them. He had now reached the 
pinnacle of his fame, It was said with respect to him—Socrates brought truth from 
heaven unto earth, and Plato paved the way for her to the heart of nian - Mendels- 
sohn has fulfilled the twofold function. The cleverest men of his time were eager 
to form his acquaintance, Kant, Nicolai and G'eim, Hamann and Herder, Reimarus 
Wieland and Jacobs, Yet he always retained his hamility. 
I may mention that modesty was a leading part in his character, No man 
was more zealous in the work of self-culture than he, not merely in its intellectnal 
driection, but also from a moral point of view. By nature he was passionate and 
hot-tempered, but he exercised such self-control that ha might be regarded as a 
second Hillel. One day a young man came to him under the belief that Mendels- 
sohn had committed an injustice towards him. He reproiched him inno measured 
terms, and addressed severa] impertinent remarks to him. Mendelssohn listened 
with stoic patience. When the young man had given vent to his feelings, the Sage 
said to him by You had better go now : you see you have not attained your object. 
You cannot irritate He had a keen sense of the hamorons and was yifted with 
a fine vein of satire. Prebendary Teller once cam to him with the followiog 
witty verses: 

You believe in God the Fathe ,. 

Why withholl you faith fron his «on 

Is it not your ecastom willingly 

To give credit to the son 

Whilst his father is alive ? 

And Mendelssohn gave the wel'-known reply : 


* How cau Wwe give eredit to the 
son. 


We cannot accept a posxt-ohit. for the Father will live for ever.” 

But I must now proceed to speak of the Hebrew Socrates in his relation to 
Judaism, and of the services he rendered his race and his faith. There is-one fea- 
ture which invests his biography with a peculiar charinm and interest for us, viz.. 
that he did not live at a period of time so very remote from our own, but amid 
cireumstances and in conditions which do not differ materially from thoee of oar 
own social system. You are aware that if in our owa timea Jew achieves high 
fame, either by some great literary work or some other merit, some zealous but mis- 
guided professor of the dominant religion will be sure to come forward and try to 
win him over to Christianity. The Jewish lato wae not exempted from these irk- 
some persecations, forced upon him under the cloak of love and from the plea of 
solicitude for his soul’s salvation. An evangelical minister of Ziirich. John 
Kaspar Lavater by name, well known by his work on Physiorvnomy. commenced the 
attack. Hesent Mendelssohn his translationof Bonnets “ Evidences of Christ ianity, 
and.publicly called uj on hi n either to refute the work, or, if. he found it correct. to 
take the step which was dictated by pradence, honesty, and the love of trath, to 
do what Socrates would have done, if he had rad this treatise and had found it 
unanswerable. Mendelssohn was avers? to all public polemics; he dearly loved 
peace, but he loved truth above all things. He felt that it would be cowardice not 
to take up the gauntlet that hai been thrown down. He published several letters 
in answer to Lavater ; in these he explained the grounds oh which he remained 
attached to Judaism. He solemnly declared, “I entertain so firm and unshaken a 
conviction of the truth of the essentials of mv religion that I testify nefore the 
God of Truth, your and my Creator and Preserver, in whose name you have conjured 
me that I shall remain true to them as long as my soul does not assume a different 
natare. He subjected the Christian religion to a minute and scathing criticism. a 
criticism, Which in former days would have consigned him: to the scaffold or the 
stake, He pointed out how répugnant the dogmas of Christianity were to reason. 


Its one fandamental principle, that the founder of the faith had set himself up as 


a Deity, eufliced tu prove its worthlessness. And he says in one of his letters 

“The furtber I advance in the study of this much-vauntel religion the more 
repugnant to my Teas oti does if appear. Blessed be who has given us 
the law of truth. We have no dogmas which are contrary to reason or beyond it. 
We add nought to natural re ligion save laws and precepts, but the cardinal articles 
of our faith are based on the foundation of reason. Herein consist our glory and 
our pride, and ali the writings of our Sages declare this.” This confession of faith 
on the part of Mendelssohn was not mere idle verbiage, but the expression of his 
inuermost conviction. He was attached to his. religion w ithevery fibre of his deart, 
and faithfally. fulfilled every precept of Biblical and Traditional Judaism. 
This fact is apparent throughout his life. Thas it is touching to read in 
his fami'iar letters how he enquires where. Ethrogim obtained, or 
when we hear of him being summoned to Potsdam on the Sabbath and going 
tothe palace on foot, And at the same time he was full of tolerance towards 
the professors of Christianity : but one thing his noble mind could not tolerate, the 
spirit of intolerance and persecution, It is therefore admitted by all historians of 
German literature that Moses Mendelssohn is the prototype of Lessing's immortal 
Nathan der Weise. The hero of the play which bars this name is a merch cnt, 
exactly like Mendelssohn, revered by his people, as good as he is wise, as Wise as he 
is good ; and the object of this splendid drama is to show that it is only by meek: ess, 
by a spirit of conciliation, by benelicence and by resignation to God's will that man 
can prove his religion to be true. In vain do we seek thse qualities in the haughty 
Christian patriarch ; in the Knight Templar, the Dervish, or the Friar; it is the 
Jew Nathan, possesssing as he does the most sincere religious devotion and the most 
refined and purest sentiments of benevolence towards all men, who occupies the 
centre of the picture. This drama did much in those days to free the Jews of 
Germany from ingrained prejudices. 

I must now speak of the positive services which Mendelssohn rendered his 
brethren. The Jews of his days still] dwelt apart from their fellow-countrymen, 
excluded by ancient laws from participation in the rights of citizenship. It waa 
only with extreme difficulty that he, the famed philosopher, had obtained the right of 
settlement in Berlin, * das Privilegium des Schutzjuden ” as it was called —the pri- 
vilege of a tolerated Jew. He felt that in some measure the Jews were to be blamed 
for this isolation, inasmuch as they used a jargon incomprehensible to their German 
neighbours. He therefore determined to compose a translation of the Pentateuch 
into the verna:ular, a translation in strict accord with the letter and spirit of Ju- 
daism, but couched in pure German, which he wrote with such consammate mastery. 
At first he intended this translation t» be for the use of his own children, but he 
was induced by his friends to publish it for the advantage of his coreligionists in 
Germany, accompanird by a commentary in Hebrew, whica was composed 
by himself and his fellow-workers, the Introduction, A We, and the 
the first Sedra of Genesis, and on Exodus, being by Mendelssohn himself, and the rest 
of the commentary by his discip'es and friend’. He afterwards published a clae- 
sical translation of the Psalms, and composed a version of the Song of Songs. It 
was by means of this version that the Jews of Germany were enabled to acquire a 
knowledge both of the language and the literatare of the country in which they 
lived, and thus the way was paved for their future emancipation. There is ong 
circumstance connected with this translation to which I cannot advert without pain. 
A few eminent Rabbins of those days entertained the fear lest this version might 
imperil the best interests of Judaism, and accordingly prohibited its use, Ncw itis 
an easy matter to condemn this proceeding as an act of unpardonable bigotry ~I do 
not for a momeat wish to defend it. But, on the other hand, I cannot agree with 
those who denounce these Rabbins as silly, and exhaust the whole catalogae of 
vi uperation against them. Their names were: R. Jecheskei Landau, of Prague, R, 
Kaphael Kohen, of Hamburg, R. Hirsch Charif, of Fiirth, and R. Pinthas Hurwitz, 
author of the AR tan, of Frankfort. They were men of profound learning and of 
unimpeachable integrity of purpose. Our great historian, Gratz, whom no one could 
justly charge with fanaticism, poiuts out that there were men in those days wh», 
as soon as they began to acquire a knowledge of pure German, at once tarned their 
back upon their relizion and broke with their ancestra! faith, and who still had the 
presumption to style themselves adherents and pupils of Mendelssohn. lIlave we a 
right to pour forth the vial of unrestrained indignation upon those who feared lest 
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this pernicious example might have too many followers? Their gloomy apprehen- 
sions were happily not fully realised ; but unfounded they certainly were not. But 
it must be borne in mind that the condemnation was by no means unanimous on the 
jartoft the four Rabbis. The Chief Rabbi of Berlin, Hirsch Lewin, who had suc- 
ceeded David Friinkel, was both a friend and an‘ admirer of Mendelssohn. Both he 
and his assessors officially approved and praised the undertaking, and said that Men- 
delssohn was furthering a meritorious and God-pleasing work. His son, R. Saul, 
Nw 55. who was Rabbi at Frankfort-on-the-Oder. was especially a staunch friend 
of Mendelssohn, He isthe Rabbi Saul commemorated in the mysw’s NSN, who 
resided in London for some time; he tried to have the translation dissemi- 
nated as widely as possible, and said that it wasa disgrace to Israel that its school- 
masters could not speak pure German, The third authority whom I shall name is our 
late lamented Chief Rabbi “4. Whose opinion concerning Mendelssohn's 
translation you will see in the approbation, ,. s957, prefixed to Heidenheim's 
translation of the in the volume of oated I, mndon. | ~—correspond- 
ing to 1Sof ‘In our times there arose this man Moses, of whom we know that he 
was endowed with wisdom and understanding, and unequalled in mastery of 
language. Heavas fair in his greatness in accotaplishing the work of translating 
the Pentatench and the Book of Psalms.’ It may perhaps be thought that I have 
dwelt somewhat too explicitly upon the services which Mendelsschn rendered to 
Judaism. But it is not superfluous to do so to an English audience. 
conceptions prevail upon the relation of Mendelssohn to Judaism. Dean Milman, 
in his history of the Jews, which ip parts is excessively superficial. unsound, 
and untrastworthy ; Milman, who devotes but half a page to this great writer, says 
of him that while he remained outwardly a memberof the synagogue, he threw aside 
disdainfully the trammels of Rabbinism, This is entirely contrary to fact. In all 
his writings he proved himself a staunch adherent of traditional Judaism. He 
always expresses the greatest reverence for the Talmud and its interpreters. There 
is not a word in all his writings which could be so construed as to advocate a des- 
tractive Reform. What he desired, and for what he laboured, was to banish ignor- 
ance, and to promote education, so that the rising generation might gain the esteem 
of their fellow-citizens, and obtain that position in society which had so long andso 
unjustly been withheld from them. 

The career of a general is marked by the battles he fights, the victories he wins ; 
the life of a great author is signalized by the books he gives forth to the world, 
These also record victories, albeit they are bloodless, and they are not the less 
eventful and decisive in the history of the progress of the human race. For they 
mark the trinmph yained over ancient prejudices, over ignorance and darkness, 
Mendelssohn was deeply crievedi to find that despite all this exertions his brother 
Israclites were still exposed to so much hatred and ill-will. He said, it is astonishing 
to see how in the lapso of time prejudices retain all their vitality aud only change 
their garb with each successive century. In the middle ages we were charged with 
sacrilege, the poisoning of wells,and using the blood of Christian children for our 
Passover rites, Now times have changed : no credence would be attached to calumnies 
such as these. Now we are charged with being deficient in patriotism, with refus- 
ing to serve the state in which we live. It is said of us that we are loth to follow 
handicrafts, to pursue scientific studyand research, that we incline to usury and frand. 
Is not this flagrantly unjust / First our hands aretied and then we are blamed for 
not using them. Mendelssohn, however, did not think it necessary to write an 
original treatise in order to expose the groundlessness of these charges. He was 
well versed in our literature and knew that when Menasseh ben _ Israel, 
t>) whom we Jews of England owe so much, had endeavoured and so suc- 
cessfully to attain the readmission of his people into this island he composed 
a Treatise Vindicic® Jwudeorum, touching. certain reproaches cast on the nation of 
Jews, wherein all objections are lucidly and fully answered, in which he defends 
them against all these odious charges that were brought against them. 
Mendelssohn had this essay translated from English into German, and 
furnished it with an introduction, ia which he pleaded with irresistible force 
for the liberty of consciente, pointing out- how monstrous it was to exclude a man 
{r his civil right son account ofthe religi us opinionsywhich he prote And this 
view he further developed in a remarkable work which he now published entitled 
* Jerusalem.’ which we might describe asa Treatiseson Ecclesiasticism, Judaism 
and the rélations of Church and’. State The motive which | induced 
him to write this book is well worthy of attention, In the iatroduction to 
Manasseh ben Israel's “ Vindication of the Jews he had pleaded earnestly fer tolera- 
tion. Atonce the ery was raised, if you claim equality for-all forms of faith, you 
cannot. attach 89 much value to yourown, Your tolerance is but the outcome of 
indifference towards religion in general. What an unfair construction ! 

Mendelssohn proceeds to demonstrate that with him tolerance did not spring 
from indifference to the bind'ng force of Judaism, He showed that our faith is not 
based upon any dogma which reason did not at once readily acknowledge, The 
existence of a God is nowhere demonstrated in the Bible, inasmuch as natural reli- 
ion proves its trath. The Devalogue does not commence, * 1 am the Lord, thy God, 
Who bas created heaven ani earth,’ but“ who has brought thee forth from Egypt,” 
inasmuch as the essence of Revealed Judaism consists in its observances, which rest 
upon an historical basis. The views which he enunciates concerning the necessity 
of these observances still demand the most earnest consideration in our days. God 
gave the so-called Ceremonial Law to our fathers in order to maintain and preserve 
in our midst the pure doctrines of natural religion at a time when the world was 
plunged in idolatry. In all his actions, public and private, whithersocver his ear 
and his eye were turned, the Jew should be reminded of these truths; he should be 
urged to ‘think and to reflect. Nor is there any less necessity, he argues, for obedi- 
ence to these laws in our times than there was at the period when our sires were 
emancipated from Egyptian thraldom, seeing that we are now dispersed over the 
whole globe, and these laws form the great bond of union in our midat, seeing, 
moreover, that the pure laws of natural religion have nat yet met with universal 
acceptanee, but that the world is still filled with false beliefs —polytheism, panthe- 
ism, and other perversions of the pare religious idea, 

This, in the baldest brevity, constitutes Mendelssohn's view concerning the 
eeremonial law which was harmoniously blended with his opinion on religion in 
general. It is sometimes asserted that his outward conformity sprang from the wish 
not to wound the susceptibilities of his brethren. This is a gross injustice, His 
high sense of human dignity would not. tolerate any hypocrisy or base compro- 
mise with his conscience, ile would not be of those whoasssumea virtue, though they 
had it not. His conformity sprang frome mviction, from a deep and abiding sense 
of piety aud loyalty. Ile was the first Jew.1n (; rmany who showed that there was 
no antagonism between Judaism and philosophy, that if was possible to adhere to its 
tenets with unflinching steadfastness and at,the same time to take a leading part in 
every movement for the spread of education and the advancement of genuine 
culture. 

It is needless to say that this Treatise was received with the greatest enthusiasm 
by Christiansas well as by Jews. Kant regarded many of its arguments as unanswera- 
ble, and spoke with highest admiration of the profundity of thought and wisdom 
which it exhibits. Mirabeau wrote that it deserved to be translated into every Euro- 
pean language, It was for services such as these that he was accounted the third 
Moses by whom we mark the mental advancement of our race, 

From Moses the Lawgiver to Moses ..:aimonides, and from Moses Maimonides to 
Moses Mende!ssohn. As you thus hear of the many learned works which 
he composed, and of his indefatigable exertions in the cause of his core- 
ligionists, of which I have only given yon the barest outline, you imagine, 
no doubt. that he was blessed with a wealth of leisure, that he had his time all to 
himself. and that it was no such great merit that he worthily used it with dignity 
to himself avd profit to his surroandings. This is altogether a mistake. I have 
already told you that Bernhard, a silk manufacturer of Berlin, took him into his 
employ, When he retired, Mendelssohn became manager of the eatire business At 
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first he grieved that the details of his avocation ty:k him away from hie seloved 
studies, He writes to hie friends, Alas, alas! these troublesome affairs of business 
weigh me to the ground, and consume the best years and powers of my life, But 
he eoon confessed that this very change of occupation which his mercantile career 
forced upon him was highly beneficial to his heslth. He owed ail his success t) 
the fact that he carefully acd jealously husbanded the precious hours of the day. 
Alike in sommer and in winter he rose at five o'clock. The first four hours of the 
day he devoted exclusively to literary occupation. Towards the end of his life he 
wrote an essay on the existe nce of God, and he entitled it, Morgenstunden ” (Morning 
Hours) from the fact of its having been composed in the early part of the day. being 
the result of his conversation with his children and a few disciples. At 9 o'cleck 
he went to the factory, and remained there six hours. He had a small reference 
library in his counting-house, and when he hada few moments’ leisure he took down 
a book and made notes. No stranger of any repute came to Berlin without visiting 
the philosopher, who was the chief ornament of the city. We are told how now 
and again the learned discussions which ensued were interrupted by the entrance of 
a weaver or dyer, who asked the manager for instructions. Nor is there any reason 
to sappoee that his commercial affairs suffered on account of the intrusion of litera- 
ture and philosophy into the counting-honuse, Mendelssohn never became a rich 
man, but he earned sufficient to maintain bis large household in comparative efila- 
ence. In the evening he devoted himself to the fulfilment of those home and social 
duties without which no life, however finely cast, can be complete ; he superintended 
the education of his children as they grew up, and entertained a circle which com- 

prised some of the most gifted men of Berlin, among whom r se pre-eminent the two 
brothers Humboldt. The great Alexander Humboldt always gratefully acknowledged 

all that he owed to Mendelssohn, and referred with intense satisfaction to the fact 
that he had heard the Morgenstunden from his lips. Owing to the privations which 

he had suffered.in early life his constitution was extremely delicate, and it was only 

in consequence of his abstinenceand self-control that he resisted a disease which 

several times threatened to terminate his life. But at last the day came when no 

care, no devotion could avert the blow which was to take him from among the 

living. The charge ‘was levelled against his dear friend Lessing, after his death, 

that he had been an adherent of the Pantheism of Spinoza—disbelief in Providence, 

a line of thought which to Mendelssohn's mind was abhorrent. He prepared a 

refutation, entitled “an die Freunde Lessings,’ and just when the task was com- 

pleted he succumbed. He died as he had lived, calmly and serenely, at the age of 

55 (January 4th, 1786), to the intense grief of all who knew him. Forty years 

before he had stood at the gates of Berlin. trembling and in fear lest admission 

should be denied him. Now the proud Prussian capital felt that it had lost its 

greatest ornament. 

“ It is said that while Addison was expiring he called hie pupil to his bed-ide, in 
order that he might see, said the sinking philosopher, how a Christian can die, But 
Mendelssohn gave mankind a more useful lesson, a more touching example; he 
showed, without ostentatious'y proclaiming it, how a Jew, how a man should live. 
Born though he was of a race despised and maligned in the age and country in which 
he flourished, he so lived that the age and the country were proud of him. Hecon- 
quered a'placein society, in the highest society - in intellectual circles—not by dint 
of clamour or obtrusive self-assertion, but by the force of his own great power of 
mind, his unsullied integrity, his admirablecharacter. He had none of those personal 
advantages which even among men exert a fascination and command a hearing ; 
yet he won every heart at first sicht by his sweet amiability. Yet above all things 
his life was a striking and shining illustration of the beauty and strength of Juda- 
ism. He showed his brethren how one could be in the van of intellectual progress, 
fully abreast. aye, in advance of the culture of the day, and at the same time 
remain a professing, a practising, consistent, Jew. 

His whole career may be summed up in the few but pitby sentences which 
were inscribed on his bust, which run thus: 

Moses Mendélssohn, 
As wise as Socrates, 
True to the faith of his fathers, 
Like him he taught mmmortalhty, 
And like him rendered himself immortal. 


THE MENDELSSOHN CELEBRATION AT DESSAU. 
[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. |

[ sent you on Monday last just a brief outline of the Centenaty Celebration 
held here in Tre mory of Moses Mendelssohn, and | propose now. to fill in that 
outline with a somewhat fuller description of the proceedings. 

Yesterday dawned upon us cheerily. A mild and sunny morning, calling to 
mind in deep winter the rejuvenating influence of the ever-welcome. springtide, 
came fittingly to mark the cvergreen characteristics of Mendelssohn's genius. 
Dessau, as you are aware, isa sinall village, though as the birthplace not only of 
Mendelesohn, but also of Wilhelm Miller and Basedon, it is invested with an 
historical importance of which many a larger city would be proud. Everyone 
who has stayed, if only for an hour in Dessau, knows the Ascanische Strasse, 
and is bound to have had No. 10 pointe d out to lium. It is an asvlum for aged 
men of letters, is endowed by legacy, and was rebuilt in 1880. ‘onspicuousl y 
placed in the building is a marble tablet recording the information that on that 
spot Moses Mendelssobn tirst saw the light on the 6th of September, 1729, and 
died the 4th January, 1786. As a matter of fact, however, the cradle of the 
great philosopher does not stand here. Pass through the Asylum house into the 
courtyard bebiad, and there, in good pres rvation, you may tind the poor, low- 
ceilinged room where the friend of Lessing, the ornament of Judaisin, and the 
light of the educated world was born. But yesterday the poverty-stricken look 
of this room was hidden by the wreaths and garlands of evergreens and flowers 
placed by the loving hands of those who cherish the work of Mendelssohn, and 
who brought vividly to memory the features of the sage by the portraits of him 
and bis bust by Cassier, with which they adorned the room. Dessau was early 
astir, and to the unprete nding spot in the Ascanische Strasse came in large 
numbers, from far and from near, pilgrims to the shrine of genius, the family of 
Mendelssobn being represented by sixteen members from Berlin and Leipsic. The 
centenary celebration began at hulf-past eight when the Dessau Choral Society 
met at Mendelssohn's birthplace, and under the direction of Herr Solomon, ren- 
dered various choruses, amongst them being “ Das ist der Tag des Herrn,” “ Es 
ist bestimmt in Gottes Rath” (Mendelssobn Bartholdy). ; 

The service in the synagogue was attended by a dis'inguished compat y, in 
cluding the Duke and Duchess Friedrich Leopold of Anhalt, the Prince ‘and 
Princess Friedrich of Anhalt, Dr. Goldschinidt of Leipsic, Dr. Rahmer of Magde- 
burg, Minister Von Krosig k, Dr. Funk (Chief Burgomaster), a deputation of the 
Magistracy, and the members of Mendelssohn's family. y31¢5 mi was sung as the 
distinguished company entered. Several pieces from Mendelssohn Bartholdy’s 

Athalia were sung by the choir which was assisted by the Orchestra of the 
Court Theatre, and by Frauleine Vahsel, Bingenheimer and von Wenndrich 
(Prime Donne of the Court Opera). ; 


Ween The sermon was preached by the Rabbi of Dessau, Dr, Samson Weisse, who 


the ceremony toa close. 

From the synagogue the guests proceeded to the Grand Hall of the Frideri- 
cianum. The building was decorated with wreaths and garlands. Enveloped in 
laurel, the picture of Mendelssohn looked passively down yt the brilliant and 
animated scene. As we entered, the organ pealed forth a heart-stirring Volun- 
tary followed by the Chorus for male voices, “ Lobet den Herrn” (Rolle). 

’ Dr. E. Wickenhagen, ascending the tribune, delivered an oration. He said 
that Dessau was rendered sacred for all time, for the birth of Moses Mendelasoha 
sanctified it. He however owed little to his birthplace and all to himself. Men- 
delssohn passed away in the same year that saw the deathof Frederick the 
Great. Humanity and enlightenment were the signals of that era, and Mendele- 
sohn was their worthy harbinger. Turning to the life of Mendelssohn, the 
speaker laid special stress upon the German sentiments that pervaded his 
thinking, his feeling and his work. It was at Berlin only that he learnt German, 
for till then his only tongue was an archaic language of his own people. He 
eloque ntly descrinved the friendship of Lessing and Mendelssohn, and their 
earnestness in searching after trath. He then gave a masterly sketch of Men- 
delssohn's undying faith and his efforts to raise the religious tone and feeling of 
his fellow-Jewes, as well as his efforts to widen generally hutroan sympathies 
and to teach toleration. 

A quartette for male voices, “Ich suche Dich” (Creutzer), followed, after 
which a brilliant oratorical tribute to Mendelssohn was paid by Professor Dr. Laza- 
rus of Berlin, who in the course of his fine sneech, said that everything in Moses 
Mendelssohn harmonized, no action, no word of his but was part of his whole being ; 
an acquaintance with him invariably began in wonder and ended in admiration, 
Thirty years before the appearance of Mendelssohn there was nothing of a philo- 
sophical language in Germany. There was a jargon against which Leibnitz railed 
aml which almost decided Lessing into writing his ‘ Laokoon” in French—to 
Moses Mendelssohn belongs the credit of philosophizing the German language. 
By casting off the shackles of ancient usage, Mendelssohn grasped the central fact 
of his philosophy that the beautiful is not to be revered for its own existence, 
but as means towards goodness and truth. It is for this reason that enlighten- 
ment in Germany hastaken a different course than in England and in France. 
Mefidelssohn was a philosopher who taught that enlightenment must result not 
by means of religion but as a sequence of religious feeling, After referring 


the sage united in himself the best of the German and the Jewish mind, for he 
was an ideal German and an ideal Jew. 

After the conclusionof Dr. Lazarus’ speech the singing of Beethoven's 
“ Die Himmel rihmen des Ewigen Ehre” b-ought the interesting and historic 
cercmnony to a close. 

The Hotel zuin Goldenen Hirsch became the next scene of festivity. Here 
a banquet was spread with covers for upwards of 300 guests.. Dr. Funk, the Bur- 
gomaster of Dessau, proposed the first toast, that of the German Emperor (coup- 
ling with it the name of the Duke of Anhalt) in laudatory terms. Dr. dSiegfried- 
Chief Procurator General of Dessau, having proposed the toast of the Mendels- 
sohn family, it was acknowledged and responded to by Herr Ernst Mendelssohn, 
Bartholdy, the Berlin barker, a great grandchild of Moses Mendelssohn, who con- 
cluded his speech by proposing “ prosperity to Dessau!’ saying, “ May God's 
richest blessing be showered on Dessau—the cradle of our house—three cheers 
for Dessau!” The health of the visitors was proposed by Director Dr 
Reichard, and that of the Mendelssohn Festival Committee, by Justizrath 
Meyer of Berlin, to which Dr. Goldschmidt, Rabbi of Leipsic, responded. Dr. 
Lazarus proposed the health of the Mendelssohn Monument Committee, and Herr 
Pogwitz “ the press,” which concluded the banquet, during which telegrams of 
congratulation were received from all parts of the civilized world. 

At half past seven the gala performance at the Ducal Court Theatre began 
with the overture of “Athalia.” This was followed by the character play 
“Uncle Moses,” by Hugo Miller, and a special poem written for the occasion 
by Professor L. Gerlach of Dessau, and declaimed by Reubke, a distinguished 
member of the Court Theatre. Lessing's play of “ Nathan der Weise,” without 
a representation of which any Mendelssohn celebration would be singularly in- 
complete, concluded a most enjoyable performance. The ducal family were 
present at the theatre, and the proceeds of the ertertainment are to be devoted 
to the erectiowof.a monument of Mendelsolin in Dessau. 

What with speech and sermon, and song and banquet and .play, under or-
